EEPOET  OF  BOAKD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Goffstoivn: 

Gentlemen, — Your  Board  of  Health  submit  the  following 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1901.  There  have 
been  reported  to  the  board  six  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  one  of 
which  was  fatal,  one  case  of  diphtheria,  three  of  scarlet  fever, 
and  four  of  measles.  During  the  summer  an  epidemic  of  bowel 
and  stomach  troubles  caused  the  water  which  supplies  the  vil- 
lage to  be  suspected,  and  samples,  one  taken  from  each  of  the 
streams  which  supply  the  pond,  and  one  from  xhe  reservoir, 
were  taken  and  sent  to  the  state  chemist,  who  pronounced  one 
of  the  streams  to  be  polluted.  The  water  commissioners  were 
at  once  notified,  but  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season  no 
action  was  taken.  This  matter  should  be  seen  to  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  this  stream  freed  from  the  vegetable  matter  which 
is  polluting  it.  This  will  involve  some  expense,  but  the  indi- 
vidual increase  will  be  slight,  compared  with  the  expense  which 
sickness  produces.  The  problem  of  drainage  for  our  village  is 
becoming  every  year  of  more  importance,  and  to  preserve  the 
healthfulness  of  our  village  a  system  must  soon  be  procured.

The  first  annual  report  of  the  library  was  made  in  1888. 
The  room  has  been  changed  from  the  old  vestry  in  the  Con- 
gregational church  to  the  present  room  in  the  town  house,  and 
it  already  feels  its  cramped  condition.  Some  arrangement 
must  soon  be  made  to  provide  more  convenient  quarters.  Not 
only  should  the  room  be  large  enough  to  accommodate  ten 
thousand  volumes,  which  is  an  increase  of  four  times  its  pres- 
ent capacity,  but  should  furnish  also  a  suitable  reading  and 
reception  room. 

We  have  no  town  historj^  and  the  need  of  one  is  often  felt. 
The  number  of  books  is  about  three  thousand  volumes,  an  in- 
crease of  nearly  three  hundred  and  fifty. 

The  new  catalogue  is  prepared  and  is  for  sale  at  fifteen  cents 
each.  The  cost  of  publication  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
and  we  hope  enough  will  be  sold  to  meet  the  expense. 

We  append  a  list  of  books  not  numbered  on  the  catalogue, 
also  the  report  of  the  librarian  and  treasurer.

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EEPOET  OF  THE  BOAED  OF  EDUCATION 
OF  THE  INDEPENDENT  DISTEICT.      . 


Tlie  Board  of  Education  submit  the  following: 

School  has  been  in  session  during  the  past  year  36  weeks, — 
one  term  of  14  weeks,  and  two  terms  of  11  weeks. 

The  average  membership  for  the  entire  school  during  the 
year  has  been  178,  divided  as  follows:  High  39,  G-rammar  29, 
Intermediate  34,  Higher  Primary  37,  Lower  Primary  39. 

The  reason  for  the  increased  membership  in  the  High  over 
the  G-rammar  school  is  due  to  the  number  of  tuition  scholars 
in  the  High  school. 

The  average  attendance  of  the  schools  for  the  year  is  157,  or 
36  in  the  High,  26  in  the  Grammar,  30  in  the  Intermediate, 
32  in  the  Higher  Primary,  and  33  in  the  Lower  Primary. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  is  92  per  cent  in  the  High,  90 
per  cent  in  the  Grammar,  89  per  cent  in  the  Intermediate,  and 
87  and  85  per  cent  respectively  in  the  Higher  and  Lower 
Primary. 

This  percentage  of  attendance  is  by  no  means  what  it  should 
be,  especially  in  the  higher  grades.  We  speak  of  higher  grades 
because  it  seems  to  us  that  there  is  some  excuse  for  absences 
and  tardinesses  among  the  small  pupils,  due  in  a  measure  per- 
haps to  colds  contracted  because  of  improper  ventilation. 

The  subject  of  ventilation  is  a  matter  Ave  cannot  afford  to 
leave  undiscussed  at  this  time,  and  while  the  lower  rooms  are 
more  in  need  of  proper  ventilation  something  should  be  done 
throughout  the  entire  building,  and  we  earnestl)^  request  that 
some  action  be  taken  at  our  next  meeting  in  regard  to  this 
matter. 

In  conformity  with  a  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
legislature  we  have  changed  our  course  of  study  somewhat,  and

thereby  had  our  High  school  put  iTpon  the  list  of  approved 
schools.  This  accounts  for  the  number  of  tuition  scholars  in 
the  High  school. 

For  the  first  time  diplomas  were  given  to  the  graduates  of 
the  Grammar  school.  This  action  was  taken  by  the  committee 
with  a  view  that  it  might  be  an  incentive  for  good  work,  and 
also  that  we  might  induce  all  to  finish  their  course  in  this  room 
even  if  unable  to  go  farther,  and  we  feel  that  it  will  work  to 
the  advantage  of  the  school. 

Mr.  Ealph  M.  Barton  has  continued  as  principal  and  has 
maintained  his  ability  as  a  teacher  and  disciplinarian. 

At  the  close  of  the  spring  term  Miss  Edith  M.  Hadley  de- 
clined a  re-election  and  Miss  Annie  M.  French  was  elected  as 
assistant.  Miss  French  is  a  graduate  of  Robinson  Academy, 
Exeter,  I*f .  H.,  and  while  this  is  her  first  experience  in  teaching 
we  feel  well  satisfied  with  her  work. 

In  June  a  class  of  5  graduated,  40  per  cent  of  which  were 
boys, — a  record  never  before  equaled  in  this  school.  We 
were  sorry  to  lose  Miss  Grace  Lawrence,  who  resigned  at  the 
close  of  the  spring  term.  For  two  years  she  had  been  asso- 
ciated with  the  Grammar  room,  and  we  think  that  the  scholar- 
ship and  general  appearance  of  the  room  were  never  better 
than  when  she  left  it. 

This  room  has  been  under  Miss  Laura  M.  Blood  of  New  Bos- 
ton since  the  fall  term.  Miss  Blood  has  had  considerable 
experience  in  teaching  and  came  to  us  highly  recommended. 
She  is  doing  excellent  work  in  that  room. 

Mrs.  E.  M.  Barton  has  continued  in  the  Intermediate  room 
and  has  labored  hard  and  earnestly,  as  the  work  of  the  school 
shows. 

There  is  little  to  be  said  in  regard  to  the  Primary  rooms 
except  that  Miss  Carr  and  Miss  Warren  have  maintained  their 
excellent  reputations. 

At  the  close  of  the  fall  term  Mrs.  Mae  Clough  Poore  re- 
signed as  music  teacher.  Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given 
her,  for  besides  the  extra  time  she  so  kindly  granted  us,  it  was 
through   her  efforts  that  a  piano   was   procured   for   use  in 
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the  High  school.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  the  piano  has  been 
paid  for.  Miss  Etta  M.  Hadley  was  elected  music  teacher 
upon  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Poore.  The  committee  congrat- 
ulate themselves  and  you  upon  being  able  to  secure  her  ser- 
vices. 

The  next  District  meeting  will  be  held  March  8,  at  7.30 
o'clock  p.  M.,  in  the  town  hall,  and  we  hope  there  will  be  a  large 
attendance.

EEPOET  OP  THE  SCHOOL  BOAED  OF  THE 
TOWN  DISTEICT. 


The  school  board  of  the  town  submit  their  annual  report 
as  follows: 

In  some  instances  the  labors  of  the  board  are  thankless,  to 
say  the  least. 

The  schools  the  past  year,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  have  been 
prosperous  and  most  of  them  will  compare  favorably  with  those 
of  surrounding  towns,  as  far  as  we  know. 

While  consolidation  of  our  schools  is  an  econoni)^,  the  peo- 
ple of  the  sections  most  interested  are  bitterly  opposed  to 
them,  and  perhaps  with  good  reason.  We  decided  to  bow  to 
the  will  of  the  people  and  schools  were  held  during  the  fall 
and  winter  in  each  schoiolhouse  in  the  district. 

Parents  should  not  allow  trivial  matters  to  interfere  with 
the  pupils'  attendance  at  school,  and  remember  the  child's 
education  is  of  more  importance  than  the  circus  and  firemen's 
muster,  or  even  a  fire  in  Manchester. 

Our  school  law  is  founded  upon  right  principles  that  edu- 
cation is  compulsory  and  not  optional.  The  law  passed  at 
the  last  session  of  our  legislature  requiring  that  all  children 
between  eight  and  fourteen  years  shall  attend  school  all  of  the 
time  school  is  in  session,  unless  excused  by  the  school  board 
or  a  competent  physician  for  physical  or  mental  disability,  has 
been  a  great  help  to  the  school  board  the  past  year,  and  we 
believe  it  Avill  prove  a  lasting  benefit  to  future  generations  if 
faithfully  enforced. 

The  voters  of  our  district  should  take  more  interest  in  the 
annual  meeting.  About  six  hundred  women  and  men  are  en- 
titled to  vote  in  school  affairs,  but  usually  not  more  than 
thirty  are  present.  Where  are  the  other  five  himdred  and 
seventy?     "These  things  ought  not  so  to  be." 
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During  the  past  j^ear  we  have  changed  Harper's  Geography,, 
long  since  out  of  date,  for  the  Katural,  a  new  book  that  has 
recently  been  adopted  by  the  schools  of  Boston.  The  book 
is  full  of  new  and  valuable  information  and  thoroughly  up  to 
date.  Principles  and  facts  are  prominent,  and  hard  and  un- 
unpronounceable  names  receive  less  attention  than  in  the  old- 
style  of  text-books. 

The  schoolhouse  at  Parker's  needs  new  desks  and  we  hope' 
the  matter  will  receive  due  consideration  at  the  coming  annual 
meeting.  Complaint  is  also  made  of  insufficient  light  in  both 
rooms  at  Grasmere,  but  whether  any  practical  remedy  can  be 
devised  remains  to  be  seen.
